Manizing Mississipyi’s “Shoplift- 
ing Law has been produced and 
published by MRMA's Educat- 
ion Conimittee as another ser- 
vice and aid to its members in 
controlling shoplifting losses. J. 
A. Egger, Columbus, chairman 
of the Education Committee, 
said that the booklet was being 
distributed to retailers, cham- 
bers of commerce, law enforce- 
ment officials and justices of 
the peace throughout the state. 

“Before passage of the law 
in 1958, state retailers lost more 
than $4,000,000 per year from 
shoplifting,” DeLoach related. 
Since passage and the resulting 
stiffer fines and penalties, the 
loss has been reduced but still 
runs into the hundreds fo thou- 
sands of dollars per year. 

It is the intention of the state’s 
retailers to reduce these losses 
by enforcing the shoplifting law. 
DeLoach pointed out that now 
if anyone is found guilty of shop- 
lifting merchandise valued over 
$25.00, he can be imprisoned 
from one to five years for the 
first offense. Taking merchan- 
dise worth under $25.00, the 
third conviction is an automatic 
penitentiary offense. 

Mississippl’s retailers, accord- 
ing to the information booklet, 
can now question a suspect on 
the premises of the establish- 
ment without making himself 
liable for civil court action on 
the part of the suspect. ‘Williui 
concealment of merchandise on 
one’s person now constitutes 
“prima facie’’ evidence of shop- 
lifting,” DeLoach said.
